He re- 
mains a school record holder in 
the 10,000-meter event.

After graduating from C.M.U. 
with a teaching degree, Jeff em- 
barked on his professional run- 
ning career. He competed for the 
Nike-sponsored Athletics West 
club based in Eugene, Oregon. He 
represented the United States on 
three different occasions as a 
member of the world cross-coun- 
try team. He also competed at the 
1984 Olympic Trials in the 10,000-

Jeff passed away at the Athlet- 
ics West headquarters in 1986. 
The cause of his death was un- 
known. 

Jeff was a mentor and friend to 
many in his hometown, and 
around the country.

he term “yoga,” as commonly used in 
the West, refers to a series of poses 
or postures, known as asanas. Yoga 
has its origins in the East, but is be- 
coming increasingly popular in the 
West. In the US, it is estimated that 
the numbers of those practicing yoga 
rose from 4 million to 20 million between 2001 and 
2011. Do you practice yoga? If not, here are some 
reasons why you should! 

Increased Flexibility and Improved Joint Range of 
Motion. This is an obvious one and a primary rea- 
son for doing yoga. Flexibility is referred to as the 
third pillar of fitness. Flexibility, strength training 
and cardiovascular activity are all important for bal- 
anced fitness. Often aches and pains related to stiff- 
ness will diminish as flexibility improves. Tightness 


in the hips can disrupt the alignment of the thigh 
and shin and strain the knee joint. Inflexibility in 
muscles and connective tissues can result in poor 
posture. Persons with arthritis or others with a lim- 
ited range of motion stand to benefit the most from 


time you practice. 


the arms. 


yoga. Participants are encouraged to listen to their 
bodies and do what they can - yoga is not a competi- 
tive sport! Each attempt at a yoga pose is an oppor- 
tunity to do more. Poses that seem impossible the 
first time you do yoga will become more easier each 


Increased Muscle Strength and Tone. Yoga 
doesn’t use barbells or dumbbells. Instead, yoga 
uses the weight of the body to increase muscle 
strength. Adults begin to lose muscle mass as early 
as age 25. Without continued activity, the body will 
weaken. Yoga is particularly beneficial for strength 
training as the movements combine strength train- 
ing with flexibility, reducing the risk of injury and 
helping to achieve better overall balanced fitness. 

Increased Bone Density. Weight bearing exercise 
like yoga increases bone density, helping to reduce 
the risk of osteoporosis and bone fractures. Yoga 
poses such as downward and upward facing dog re- 
quire putting substantial weight on the arms, help- 
ing to maintain and improve the density of bones in 


Improved Cardio and Circulatory Health. Yoga is 
more than just a series of poses. Yoga incorporates 
controlled breathing and calming the mind through- 
out the practice. Cardio health is improved through 
gently working the muscles and deep breathing 
slows the breathing rate, lowers blood pressure and 


calms the sympathetic nervous system, reducing the 
production of stress hormones. Yoga improves cir- 
culatory health by increasing blood flow to the mus- 


cles. 


Yoga is appropriate for people with all levels of 
physical ability. Those with physical limitations can 
also benefit from yoga. Lisa O’Keefe was seriously 
injured in 2005 when the vehicle she was driving was 
struck by a drunk driver. She has been practicing 
yoga for nine years. Following her accident, she had 
to significantly reduce the intensity of her yoga 
poses to avoid further injury to her spine. She dis- 
continued yoga entirely two years ago due to slipped 
disks in her back. She resumed yoga six months ago 
and finds it “gentle and fluid yet requiring great 
strength and flexibility,” and helpful for remember- 
ing to be mindful of her body and its limitations. 
She finds the Downward Dog pose helpful for length- 
ening the spine and stretching the shoulders. 

These are just a few of the physical benefits of 
yoga. If you are ready to get started, and in the Gay- 
lord area, can attend classes taught by Sharon Weg- 
meyer. Sharon teaches in the community room at 
Saturn Books, 133 W. Main Street in Gaylord. For 
more information, contact Sharon at: 989-732-1253.
